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Pouncil Acts on Air Pollution 


The ‘Altona Shire Council plans. to have a big NOT ENOUGH FOR 
public inquiry into air pollution. Local residents who | 


have complaints to make about dirt and smells in the 
air will. be invited to come forward and give evidence. 


A special committee will hear their 
complaints and launch immediate investi- 
gations into whether they are true, where 
the nuisance really comes from, and what 


remedies it should 
shire council. 


The committee will not have punitive powers 
itself, but will have the power to advise legal action 
against offenders, and to advocate new laws if the 
old ones are found ineffective. 


The council discussed the plan 
last Monday night and voted to 
discuss it again at the next 
meeting. 


ALL BACK THE PLAN 

None of the councillors who 
were present (Cr. K. Jurga was 
not at the meeting) spoke against 
the plan, and it is almost cer- 
tain to be passed when the coun- 
cil! meets again. 

Cr. H. W. Lee outlined the plan 
to the council and said that as 
the issue of clean air was so 
important in Altona, he sugges- 
ted that the councillors could 
“think over" the idea until the 
next meeting. 

Cr. G. den Dulk, the councillor 
who holds the council’s air pol- 
lution portfolio, said Altona’s 
Air Pollution Advisory Commit- 
tee would meet in one «month's 
time to thrash out “some very 
important matters.” 


“NO GOOD MOANING” 
Cr. Lee said, “It is no good 
moaning all the time—it wears 
thin after a while. I suggest 
that we have had no progress on 
this question for many years. 

“People, many years ago, 
demanded the removal of the 
Paisley briquette dump. 

“Then we felt we needed ex- 
perts, and when we hired them 
it was the greatest fiasco of all. 
The only thing that they were 
expert in was in felling us why 
they could not do anything about 
the problem. 

“This job, I say, is too big for 
anyone, and the legislation is too 
complex for any one person to 
follow. 

“So we should sel up a com- 
mittee, small and select, to in- 
vestigate particular complaints.” 

Cr. Lee said the committee 
would particularly investigate 
the cause of air pollution, what 
remedy was needed, and whether 
the present laws were adequate. 

If the Jaws were not sufficient, 
he said, the committee could 
recommend changes. 


FOUR ON INQUIRY 

Cr. Lee said the committee 
should be made up of four 
people—Cr. den Dulk, who had 
the air pollution portfolio, the 
council's" health inspector, Mr. 
John Mellors, a lawyer to watch 
legal problems, and the local 
Member of Parliament, Cr. J. J. 
Ginlfer. 

Industries should be represen- 
ted, said Cr. Lee, but at the 
Jast meeting of the Air Pollu- 
tion Advisory Committee, one 
industry representative had told 
him that he was not at the meet- 
ing to judge what other people 
do. He was there to watch the

! The Camellia is aptly named} 
“Queen ‘of the Winter Flower- 
ing shrub.” 


Camellias prefer. semi shade 
from the hot mid-day sun, 


Therefore a suitable position 
would be te have your shrub 
facing the morning sun. As the 
Camellia prefers slightly acid 
soil, limie should be kept well 
away from these plants. 


Care must be taken when 
planting. Dig the hole at least 
two or three feet bigger than 
.the container it has been pur- 
chased in. 


The depth need only be approx- 
imately 4-or 6 inches deeper 
than same. Drainage is most 
important, as Camellias are 
prone to root rot, the main killer 
to these shrubs. 


Fertilizer is important to the 
Camellia, and can be carried 
out several ways. A popular 
practice is to ‘‘Mulch’’ around 
the plant with cow manure, in 
early spring and autumn. 


A liberal application of a 
balanced fertiliser can be used 
if organic manure is unavail- 
able. Usually a good handful to 
each plant is enough. 


Water, soluble fertiliser, such 


camellias and can easily ‘be ap: 
plied with the watering can. 


Pest control is the next prob. 
lem, which you must keep ir 
check. The main pest to these 
shrubs are leaf scale, red mite 
aphids and brown and green 
caterpillars. These can he 
checked with sprays such as 
malathion, nicotine sulphate. 


-Spraying is best carried out 
from early spring-on though the 
warmer weather. White oil emul 
sion is very effective for a leat 
scale and makes ‘a good’ sprea- 
der when mixed with malatior 
or nicotine sulphate. However 
when using this combination, 
spray only on a cool overcas' 
day as leaf drop can result.

»| world who have brought a great deal of fame and for- 


titude to the shores of Altona; they are Duncan Mac- 
Kellar and Doug Osborne. . 


So far we've featured just about every pop group 
in the shire except the greatest musicians to walk our 


|: DOUG OSBORNE (22) 


Doug’s musical career began 
at the age of eight when he be- 
gan to play the banjo at his 
father’s concert parties. This 
instrument held his interest un- 
til he heard Buddy Holly on 
record. 

He was then inspired to take 
up the guitar and found that he 
now had enough musical experi- 
ence to teach himself the neces- 
sary chords. Night after night 
young Doug would practice un- 
til sweet music resounded as cal- 
loused fingers pressed frets and 
strummed well-worn strings. 

Time moved on and Doug met 
Paddy Armstrong; consequently 
they formed a group in Altona 
known as “THE RAVENS.” 

Some of you older members 
may remember “The Ravens” 
who played at many a surf dance 
down at the Life Savers Hall in 
years past. Some of these dances 
were known as “Big Stomp’ or 
“Bombora” (bring back mem- 
ories?). 

As a group “The Ravens” 
lasted for about a year playing 
barbe- 
‘cues’ and’ dances. 

Duncan met Doug when he 
filed in for ‘Raven's’ lead 
guitarist, Pat; eventually Pat 
left the ‘group to go to Canberra 
and ‘this triggered off a com- 
plete split up. 

This meant that Doug was out 
of work and so Duncan, who at 
the time was playing lead gui- 
tar for a group called “THE 
PACIFICS,” invited Doug to 
take on the vacant position of 
rythmn guitarist. 

Although not too prominent in 
Melbourne, “The  Pacifics” 
played at many country centres 
like Deniliquin and Appollo Bay. 
After about a year they decided 
that their name, ‘‘The Pacifies,”’ 
didn’t mean anything as the surf 
boom was over and ‘so they be- 
came “THE HENCHMEN.” 
They found that their new name 
inspired more interest as it 
could be changed to “The 
Stenchmen” when they played 
in Altona which was known as 
“Seaweed City” then. 

Next -came a big break for Al- 
tona's “Henchmen,” In 1964 they 
entered the first ever “BATTLE 
OF THE SOUNDS” competition 
which they won out of 200 other 


streets, namely, “The Henchmen,” but this week we 
would like to pay a tribute to Doug and Duncan. 


groups in Australia. . 

After winning the ‘‘Battle of 
the Sounds” they received a tre- 
mendous amount of publicity as 
well as a recording contract. 

Incidentally, ‘The Hench- 
men's” line-up changed six 
times before they had the de- 
sired combination for entering 
the “Battle of the Sounds.” 

As most of you know the 
“Henchmen's first recording 
was “Rocking Robin” with 
“Baby What's Wrong” on the 
flip side. This number was No. 
5 in the Australian Hit Parade 
and it made No. 1 in three Aus- 
tralian States. : 

With this success ‘‘The Hench- 
men” then went to Sydney and 
appeared on TV shows “SING, 
SING, SING,” “BANDSTAND” 
and “SATURDAY DATE”; they 
also made numerous appear- 
ances at dances and night clubs. 

On returning from Sydney they 
cut their next number which was 
“Can’t You Hear .Me Calling” 
and the flip side “Easy Money” 
was composed by Doug and 
Duncan. © 

Here in Melbourne they made 
appearances on “RAY TAYLOR 
SHOW,” “GO” and “KOMMO- 
TION.” .. : 

Engagements in Melbourne in- 
cluded dances at Toorak, South 
Yarra, Exhibition Buildings, the 
Palais, Stardust Room. 

In 1965 Doug Osborne retired 
from the group in order to settle 
down and get married (would 
you believe it?). 

Now Doug still sings at parties, 
writes songs and makes music 
his leisure rather than his liv- 
ing. a 7 

Brian Gardner, lead guitarist 
of “THE KULT,” was taught by 
Doug and many local guitarists 
have been helped by him in one 
way or another.

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DUNCAN MacKELLAR 
(20) 


Duncan started playing the 
guitar at the age of 13 and 
he was inspired by “THE 
SHADOWS.” 

He was living at Brooklyn 
Migrant Hostel at the time and 
he used to practice with his 
friend Jeff Asher. Jeff now has 
a group in Geelong known as 
“THE SILVER CLOUDS.” 





Then Jeff moved away from 
the hostel to Geelong, where he 
formed a group known as “THE 
RENEGADES.” For a_ while 
Duncan was a member, but he 
became fed up with hitch-hiking 
to Geelong and so he left the 
group. 

Later’ he met Karl Markovic, 
of Footscray High, but the group 
Karl was in wasn't enthusiastic 
enough and so Duncan continued 
to teach himself everything he 
could about the guitar. 

In Altona Duncan began fil- 
ing in with Doug’s group “The 
Ravens” until one night his firm, 
AMP Insurance Co., staged a 
variety night. 

David Mann was an organist, 
Gary Atkinson played rythmn 
guitar, Duncan could play lead; 
all they needed was a drummer. 
So they contacted Mal “Frog” 
Payne, another AMP man, and 
they had a group for the night. 

They went so well that they 
decided to stick and called them- 
selves ‘THE AMP MEN." This 
was changed to “The Pacifics” 
and then to “The Henchmen.”

“Industry is Pampered” 


industry was pampered while the plight of the 
“workers was heing grossly ignored, the deputy leader 
of the Victorian Labor Party, Mr. Denis Lovegrove, MLA, 


said last week.

ALP branch meeting in the Altona East Library, in 


The Circle on Wednesday 


Seven people were at the 
meeting, three of them women. 

Mr. Lovegrove said that in the 
past 12 years, Labor in Victoria 
has faced its longest period 
“without profound political in- 
fluence.”” 


But in this period, he said, 
there had been great changes in 
the party's thinking and outlook. 
A more radical policy had been 
adopted. 


“Now we have got to face an 
election when the seats are 
gerrymandered even more than 
ever before. And the re-distri- 
bution had got the unanimous 
support of the Country Party.’” 


At the moment the state of the 
parties in the Legislative As- 
sembly was 38 Liberals, 18 
Labor and 10 Country Party. 

In the Legislative Council 
(Upper House) it was 17 Lib- 
eral, nine Labor and eight 
Country Party — “before Mr. 
Feltham who now supports the 
Liberals.” 

Mr. Lovegrove said all parties 
said before an election that their 
positions would improve. 

But in the forthcoming poll, 
“Labor was facing the worst re- 
distribution of electorates that 
it ever had to face_and unless 
we can make some kind of dent 
in the Liberals, then we will be 
15 years in .Opposition without 


j any significent say in the Legis- 


lation.” 

There was the question of 
power, too, Mr. Lovegrove said. 

If a party was too long de- 
prived of power, it would loose 
the support.of the voters and 
party members. 

It would also lose the “‘art of 
government.” 

He explained: “For there is 
nothing scientific about politics. 
Jt is an art that has to be 
learned and practised.” 

There was another problem 
which faced Labor, and that was 
the problems of taking over 
from a Government that had 
grossly mismanaged the econ- 
omy. 

He said that the UK Labor 
Party had found that, after 
promising a “Great Society” be- 
fore the polls, it had found a 
great mess when it got into 
power. : 

“As a result it had to bring 
in a great number of unpopular 
methods to bring sanity into 
chaos.” 

Mr. Lovegrove said that in 
the Federal elections the slide 
against Labor in the Altona area. 
was between 11 and 12 per cent. 

The Labor Party in Australia 
was formed, he said, by the 
unions to get the legal right for 
representation, the right for 
good wages, and to obtain those 
things which were not obtain- 
able through industrial action. 

These things were workers’ 
compensation, pensions and fac- 
tory laws. 

The big thing in the Labor 
Party in the last 12 years was 
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night. 


been brought to the fore as a 
challenge to the permanency of 
free enterprise. 


But now, he said, it was also 
bringing forward more alterna- 
tives such as in foreign policy 
and economic reasoning. 


‘The economy has two dynamos, 
Mr. Lovegrove said. 

These were migration and 
consumer credit. This enabled 
the economy to expand. 

In the United States, Mr. 
Lovegrove said, wars were used 
to expand the economy. 

The Liberals were a dismal 
failure in legislation, because 
all the gains made in wages and 
better economy were dissipated 
by price rises and increased 
costs. 

Wage and salary earners were 
hardest hit. The Consumers’ In- 
dex showed that living costs 
were $3 higher than the basic 
wage, and surveys showed that 
while the Basic Wage was $35.08, 
people could not reasonably live 
on less than $44, 

“This difference between what 
is thought necessary and what 
people get is the result of the 
impotent politicay influence of 
the Labor Party. 

For it was the Liberal Party 
‘which thought that people's 
wages should be adjusted to 
what the economy needs, and 
not what they need personally. 
This was the fundamental diff- 
erence between the two parties. 

He said that it was Liberal 
Party policy to induce private 
enterprise to come to Australia, 
and do nothing about the plight 
of the workers. 

“You can buy a TV set,” but 
you can't get a sewer. 

“You can get electronic equip- 
ment, but can't get cheap rent. 

“You can get a car, but you 
can't get arterial roads.” 

Mr. Lovegrove added that 
three per cent. of the land area 
of Australia produced about one- 
third of the. Gross National In- 
come. '‘ 

“We find that Australian capi- 
talists want it easy with the 
Liberal Governments guarantee- 
ing that wages will not go up 
past a certain point while profits 
are allowed to spiral to the sky. 

“But Australian _ capitalists 
still don't want to take advant- 
age of this. They sell out to 
overseas interests. 

“The policies that have fol- 


lowed the influx of big overseas] 7 


capital into this country are not 
safe for the nation. 

“We find it impossible to get 
the Liberals to the point where 
this country is secure before 
making ‘other countries secure. 
.Asked by a member of the 
audience why so many Labor 
politicians were close to retir- 


ing age, Mr. Lovegrove said 
some of it was due to selfish- 
ness, 


“But you have to keep and get 
people who are qualified with 
knowledge, goodness and wis- 
dom. I’m one of the old blokes
